I N the scope of this review it is proposed to 
include only the most recent Utersture, 
Tslushle coUahontioBS havteg been offered 
on this or closely sUied snfajects by Bell Kc 
Broy Graves and others within a relatively short 
time.

was simitar to that m vxigm animals the utenne 
response to the extract being less marked after 
raying Ovanan extract from rabbits that have 
been rayed possesses an especially active m 
fluence on the uterus of other rabbits sunilarly 
rendered sterile Spontaneous utenne contnc 
tions are nearly always present m rabbits that 
have delivered young and Stickel suggests that 
the ovanan hormone is antagonistic to whatever 
other influence may inhibit such uterine con 
tractions. 


Similar results to these have been reported 1^ 
Pellner who used alcohol ether extracts not only 
of the ovary but of early chononic viUi The 
most charactensbc results were obtamed when 
these extracts came from pregnant ammals 
When the ovanes contamed no corpora lutea 
results were negative Though Fellner was un 
able to decide as to whether or not he was dealmg 
with an mtemal secretion in his placental ex 
tract his results so dosely resemble Herrmann s 
as to suggest agam a powerful phosphatid Hd 
ban regards their combmed results as further 
evidence in support of his theory that the placwta 
takes over in luge part the function of the ovary 
Experiments to detect an antibody m the blood 
serum of women was undertaken W Smith as a 
result of which he condudes that the term m 
tcmal secretion need not necessarily imply such 
a substance as would produce an antibody Us- 
ing an extract of corpus luteum as antigen he 
attempted to detect w presence of an mtemal 
secretion by the complement^evlation test but 
with negative results. Reller also found it im 
posuble to test the function of the ovary by pro 
dudng a reaction to injections of adrenahn 
atrtpme or pilocaipme Hu eaqaenmenU in 
twenty cases where the ovaries were absent or not 
functionating w ere based on the idea of the ovary 
possessmg an inhibitory mfluence on the chro- 
maffin system as demonstrated by Cbnstofoletti 
and Adler but the results were almost uniformly 
negative

rriatively or almlutely contra-indimted Former 
ly most of the administrators were men of very 
limited expenence who perhaps acted on the 
example of men of greater judgnient rather than on 
thorough instruction and training which bnngs 
forcibly to attention the question whether there is 
not de&iency in the practical part of our 
tesehtng system 

The pteponderanto of chloroform is sinking $78 
uses to s8 only of ether beside too of mutures 
containing diloroform indeed it is inexphable 
eon^enng the worlds knowledge that ether fs 
safer and should be the snasthetie of choice This 
fact la graphically shown in one of cfght tables 
which the article includes on the aiunthetic used 
The other tables ste on the age of patient sex. ap 
pnrent reuse of death nature of operatfon stage at 
which death occurred comphating factors and 
anvhsisof embairasied brathing 

The wnter points out the emphasis revealed by 
these facts of asphyxia under chloroform the 
prominence of tonsils and adenoids m embarrassed 
breathing the sudden death in such cases even after 
operation (due to ventncular fibrillation from 
lightness of anasthesia or syneoM or asplmU?)

spinal column and to restore us normal sVeletal 
form. Gymnastics are to be used in selected esses 
only for there an cases in which the condition is 
not benched but aggravated by this form of 
treatment Patienta who teem to have been on^ 
naily strong and who have no pain or aensitiveoeu

Patients with aflomc adhesions arc much to be 
pitied because the adhesions are often not recog 
nized \Mule the history may pomt out the prob- 
able diagnosis, there is much uncertamty and 
we now know especially through the work of 
Fjistman Uertzler Jadsoo 9 ,ad others that 
eztensiv e bow el adhesions may occur as the result 
of dironic mtestinal stasis, without any history 
of a definite inflammatory process 

With rontgenography and espeaally rontgen 

oscojn w e are now able to detenune whether the 

bowel IS adherent to its suiroundmgs the site of 
the possible adhesions, and if operation for rdief 
of adhesions is done to ascertain how far the

Comer E. M i Further Experiences of tha Treat 
ment of Imperfectly Descended Testicles 
Am J it Sc 1914 ol

Comer refers to his paper published in the Dntuh 
Idedical Journal la June 1904 u which he discussed 
the adiisabiluy and lalue of the operatMns per 
formed tor relief of undcscended testicle and in 


this paper males a summary of hii eipenences since 
then. 


Fust he advises that there need be no particular 
burry to perform this operation except under 
certam conditions, vis (i) the recognition of a 
hernia accompanying the imperftet descent or 
(a) the reco^tion that the imperfect descent u not 
mere belatedness 

lie emphaaucs the fact that in separaiing the 
sac from the in cases of hernia accompanying 
undcscended testicle great care must be taken not 
to injure the bl^ vessels on account of the sub. 
sequent danger to the nutr tion of the testicle 
lie claims that tt u not as a general rule mpeta 
tive to operate before the age of seven yean He 
says the operation may be done none of three wavs 
I Ihe accompanying hernial sac may be dimed 
and stripped of the c^ aOoning the testicle to 
descend into the scrotum \uy but the mildest 
scrotal haation is merely a prelude to failure 
anatomical or physiological Such an operation is 
called an orchiooplasty or an orchidopeiy 
s The gland may M removed as advocated by 
many This line of treatment is cspcciaUy indicated

The author tabulates his results as fidlows 
Orcbidopexy about 10 per cent orchidoeeboplasty 
about so per cent orchidoplasty 40 per cent 
He draws the conclusion that oraidopew fads 
more frequently from atrophy of the gtands than by
